2. PROJECTS UNDERTAKEN 

24 CSMVS Art Conservation Resurgence Project supported by Sir Dorabji Tata Trust 
This three year project through its collaborative approach aims to create a seed base of reference documents that 
would help address outstanding issues in conservation of art in the Indian context and will help serve needs of 
practicing conservators, custodians of cultural heritage, cultural institutions, scholars, planners and policy makers. 
This year, the project implemented the following activities: 

: Material and Technology studies of various materials selected under this project. 

. Damage Mapping Documentation: Field staff around the country as well as CSMVS in-house staff are 
documenting damages and compiling them to create a Directory of Damages as well as the treatment proposals 
and methodologies for these damages are being produced simultaneously. The work progress is continuous. 


. Pilot Research Projects — Out of the 5 pilot research projects under ACRP work commenced on the following 
projects 
o Identification of the microbiological growth on artefacts and its treatment. 


© Use of laser for cleaning of objects 
0 Air pollution monitoring 
- Analysis of pigments to create a database of pigments used in ancient Indian art works 
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Conservation-Restoration of various types of objects. 

Conservation Education = 7 workshops and training courses were conducted across the country. 
Dissemination of information — an online content management system (www.acrp.in), a Facebook page and a 
discussion forum was created to share information with experts relate to conservation of art in India. Content 
about the project and its activities is being updated regularly. 

Compilation of literature with regards to the publication of the reference documents commenced at CSMVS. 
Until now, the growing project collaborations have touched states of Rajasthan, Maharashtra, Gujarat, Jammu 
Kashmir, Arunachal Pradesh, Goa, Kerala, Tamil Nadu and Karnataka where workshops and trainings are being 
held and conservation centres are being developed. 

Conservation of tne Anvar-i Suhayli, supported by Bank of America Art Conservation Project 

CSMVS Museum's partnership with the Bank of America Global Art Conservation Project resulted in the 
conservation of 161 illustrations of the 16th century Anvar-i Suhaily manuscript which was created by the skilled 
draughtsmen, artists and scribes at the imperial atelier of the Mughal Emperor Akbar. 

The conservation centre undertook the following activities under this project: 

Condition analysis of the manuscript 

Documentation of the folios 

Technical studies 

Analysis of pigments 

Consolidation of the paint layers 

Freeing the folios from the backing paper 

Removal of deformities 

Tear repairs 

Mounting 

Monitoring 

Preventive conservation 

After the entire conservation treatment of this manuscript was completed, the folios were handed over to the 
Miniature Painting Gallery. 

Conservation and Restoration of the 19th Century Oil On Canvas Painting: Sword Of Damocles The 
conservation of the early 19th century oil on canvas painting, 'Sword of Damocles', measuring sixty five square 
feet was the preferred choice of Mr. Sabyasachi Mukherjee, Director General of CSMVS and of Dr. Deborah 
Swallow, Director of The Courtauld Institute of Art when they deliberated on a project to commence a 
collaboration between their two institutions. With the Trustees of the two institutions agreeing to pool in 
resources, this project plan turned into a reality, and the paintings conservation section of The Courtauld and the 
CSMVS Art Conservation Centre commenced to conserve and restore the Sword of Damocles, painted by 

the neo-classical French painter Antoine Dubost in the year 1804. The objective of this collaboration was to 
mutually develop a 'good practice model' and if successful, the scope of this relationship between the two could 
be enlarged to include other spheres such as conservation education and research. The painting is in its final 
stage of treatment. 

Air Pollution Monitoring at the CSMVS Museum 

Following a Goethe Institut supported visit of Mr. Stefan Simon, Director, Rathgen Laboratory, Berlin, a six month 
collaborative project with CSMVS MACC was initiated to conduct an air pollution study at the CSMVS. The 
sampling was conducted by Ms. Manijeh Hadian (Researcher) along with the MACC team. The instruments and 
samplers were placed in the galleries, display cases and storage sections. The instruments were placed in 
climate conditioned and unconditioned rooms to monitor the effectiveness of the climate control system. 

The samplers are being monitored and at the end of this exercise the results will be analysed to determine the 
risk to the collections at CSMVS due to air pollution in the area.

7. CAPACITY DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMME IN BUILT HERITAGE STUDIES AND CONSERVATION 
Chhatrapati Shivaji Maharaj Vastu Sangrahalaya (CSMVS) Mumbai, Sir J.J. College of Architecture, Mumbai and 
the Mumbai Metropolitan Region Heritage Conservation Society (MMR- HCS) came together to jointly institute a 
certificate course in Built Heritage Studies and Conservation Capacity Development Programme in Built Heritage 
Studies and Conservation. The objective of this programme is to share expertise in the practical aspects of built 
heritage conservation. This programme was conducted by experts from all over the country through a series of 
workshops which gave hands on experience in various areas of conservation such as documentation, condition 
assessment, building and decorative materials, structural conservation, heritage management and urban conservation. 
The Built Heritage Studies and Conservation Modular Course is a modular programme to allow in-service personnel, 
engineers and others from Government organizations to attend particular sections of the course. The course is 
structured into six modules, dealing with the following: 
* Module I: Approaches to Built Heritage Conservation and Damage Mapping 
= Module II: Materials Conservation | (Lime Plaster, Stucco, Stone and Concrete) 
* Module Ill: Structural Conservation, Retrofit and Maintenance 
* Module IV: Conservation Project Management 
= Module V: Materials Conservation Il (Timber, Metals, Glass, Brick, Terracotta, Ceramic, Tiles and Mosaics) 
* Module VI: Urban Conservation and Enabling Environment. 

A total number of 26 students attended the first year of this course.
